PRESIDENT STUDIES 
QUESTION OF JOINT 
ACTION IN SIBERIA 


Washington Awaits Decision on 
Proposal to Protect Vast 
States From Germans. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (By A. 
P.).—Japan’s proposal for action*in 
Siberia has crowded German Chan- 
cellor von Hertling’s speech into sec- 
ond place in consideration of offi- 
cials here and there are indications 
today that decisions are being formed 
which soon will show themselves in 
some arrangement of an internation- 
al character to prevent the _ vast 
stores at Vladivostok and control of 
the Trans-Siberian Railway from 
falling into the hands of the ad- 
vancing Germans.

Other Topics in Background. 

Outward indications today are that 
the President is studying the ques- 
tion of American participation with 
the Japanese in Siberia, to the ex- 
clusion of Other subjects. 

It had been understood that this 
decision might await the arrival in 
Washington of Viscount Ishii, the 
newly appointed Japanese Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, but it is 
said recent developments, including 
increasing pressure from Entente 
sources, very likely would cause a 
more speedy discussion of the ques- 
tion. 

It is learned that this-is not re- 
garded as a problem for considera- 
tion at the present stage at least, of 
the Supreme War Council in Mrance 
which, if it treats with the subject at 
all, will deal with it only as a mili- 
tary matter after the question of pol- 
icy has been decided by the Govern- 
ments of the Entente Allies and 
America. 

Effect of Move Weighea. 

It is freely admitted in official cir- 
cles that this is a great question in- 
deed. <A radical departure from es- 
tablished rules of international law 
would be. involved in the forcible 
entry into a neutral country and con- 
sideration must be given to the pos- 
sible effect upon the Russian people 
of such a course in their relations to 
the present war. . Already there has 
been some apprehension that great 
numbers of Russian soldiers, rather 
than return to their farms and shops 
would voluntarily join the Central 
Power armies, and some evidence of 


ja foundation for this fear is found 


in Berlin dispatches announcing en- 
try into the German army of several 
regiments of Esthonians. 

On the other hand growing indica- 
tions that Japan cannot much longer 
be restrained from taking some ac- 
tion in Siberia are causing serious 
consideration of the Japanese invi- 
tation to the Entente Allies and 
America to participate. The alter- 
native would be to withhold from 
Japan the co-eparitons she holds she 
has the right to expect and let her 
undertake, single-handed, the weight 
of the campaign in Siberia and deal, 
without counsel from.the allies, with 
the large questions involved in the 
future disposition of any territory on 
the Asiatic mainland which she 


‘might occupy. 


Japan Anxious to Move. 

It is learned that the issue is now 
approaching the critical point, in the 
opinion of the Japanese Government, 
which has concluded that some such 
action as. it proposes to take in Si- 
beria is imperative as a defensive 
measure against Germanic agegres- 
sion and control of the wreck of the 
late governmental machinery in Si- 
beria. S 

F bape information as the officials 
ha¥e been able to gather regarding 
‘the qonditions in Siberia indicate 
ttrf@t most larger cities and towns in 
the interior and aulong the line of 
the Siberian Railroad are now un- 
der control of the Bolsheviki, In 
that country this element is largely 
composed of exiles and descendants 
of exiles from European Russta, who 
are filled with hatred of monarchical 
institutions and imbued with an- 
archistic doctrine, and so may be 
the Bolshevik government. Their 
numbers are not known, but they are 
the dominating force in a consider- 
able portion of Siberia. 

Conditions in Viadivostok are con- 
fused. There are a number of Bol- 
sheviki in the town, but it is under 
control, for the present, of a loca) 
Zemstvo, which has paid little at- 
tention to orders issuing from Petro- 
grad, and the conservative forces are 
greatly strengthened by the presence 
of two Japanese cruisers. 

Some 30,000 German  prisonere 
were distributed along the line of the 
Siberian railroad, but a number of 
these have been shipped back to Eu- 
rope and it is not known how many 
remain. They would present a dan- 
gerous element, comprising many 
veteran soldiers, able to organize the 
untrained Russians into a consider- 
able force. The aboriginal inhab- 
itants are regarded as a negligible 
quantity, and though there are about 
6,000,000 Chinese farmers who have 
immigrated into the country they are 
counted upon to mind their own busi- 
ness.

TORONTO, Ontario, 
(Special).—Received enthusiasticai- 
ly by the prohibitionists at the Met- 
ropolitan Church last night, William 
Jennings Bryan was afterward 
howled down by returning Canadian 
soldiers when attempting to address 
the provincial convention in Massey 
Hall. 

“My country hes subscribed $7,- 
000,000,000 and raised an army of 
1,500,000 men,’ Bryan began. Cries 
of “Lusitania,” “Belgium” and “Pro- 
German,” interspersed with cat 
calls, hisses and patriotic songs from 
organized groups of discharged vet- 
erans, allowed him to add only one 
sentence in seven minutes of strug- 
gie for a hearing. Then he stated 
to the press, “My patriotism is satis- 
factory to the President, Cabinet 
and Congress of the United States.”’ 

Making a last attempt which was 
audible to about 100 of the audience 
of 4000, Bryan said that as repre- 
sentative of 26,000,000 American 
prohibitionists he had good right to 
be heard. 

“We will hear anyone but a pro-

AUGUST, 1915. I had a conversa- 
tion last week of one hour and a half 
with the Chancellor. He sent for 
me because I had written him to take 
no more trouble about my seeing the 
Emperor. He explained, of course, 
first that he did not know I wanted 
to see the Emperor, and, second, that 
it was impossible to see the Emperor. 
They keep the Emperor well sur- 
rounded. Now I do not want to see 
him. He is hot against Americans 
and the matters I wanted to talk of 
are all settled—one way. I cabled 
an interesting report on the Emper- 
or’s conversation re America. 

The Chancellor is still wrong in his 
head; says it was necessary to invade 
Belgium, break all international 
laws, etc. I think, however, that he 
was personally against the fierce 
Dernberg propaganda in America, I 
judge that Von Tirpitz, through his 
press bureau, has egged on the peo- 
ple so that this submarine war will 
continue. An official confessed to 
me that they had tried to get En- 
gland to interfere, together with 
them, in Mexico, and Germans “Gott 
strafe” the Monroe Doctrine in their 
daily prayers of hate.

A Test Which Tells You When

O you know how to make a test 


to determine if you are buying 
real butter or a worked-up article 
such as a butter mixture or margar- 
ine?

You have lived a phy- 
sically stagnant life. What does 
this mean? It means that your 
heart has had something in the 
nature of along rest. Not an 
actual rest, for it never gets that, 
but a comparative rest. During 
this long period of inactivity in 
which no special demands have 
been made upon it, the heart has 
accommodated itself to your lack 
of strenuous effort. Perhaps it 
has grown weak. It eertainly is 
not ready for any athletic exer- 


‘tion. 


If then, just because you feel 
strong in your back and biceps, 
you plunge into some violent pas- 
time you will naturally place a 
considerable strain upon the heart. 
Perhaps it will stand it nicely. And 
perhaps it will not. At any rate, 
it is an unaccustomed strain. Your 
muscles will stand it well anough.

That means nothing. But the tax 
on the heart may be serious 

Keep in mind, therefore, that in 
starting any unaccustomed course 
of training you are really adopting 
a cours® of exercise for your heart. 
Do it gradually. But that is why 
road work represents the ideal 
method of training for an all- 
round good condition. 

You can start in by walking 
alone. Perhaps only two or three 
miles. Then as soon as you feel 
a little more vigorous you can in- 
troduce a short run. You don’t 
need to run far or run fast. Just 
a little run will provide the slight 
additional exercise for the heart 
that will strengthen this organ. 

By following out this program 
and feeling your way cautiously 
you will reach a condition within a 
few months in which you ‘will be 
ready to dig trenches, mare all 
day or chase Germans up and 
down hill. Or, on the other hand, 
you will enjoy such a condition of 
fitness that when the emergency 
comes you ¢an work at your desk 
half the night for a month without 
breaking down under the strain. 

There is one essential of exer- 
cise that applies in road work just 
as it applies in all other forms of 
exercise. That is enjoyment. Ex- 
ercise under the right conditions is 
stimulating. It is exhilarating. It 
is productive of a sense of vitality 
and joyousness. For this reason 
you should attempt no exhausting 
effort. 

An exhausting endurance feat 
may be a test of good condition, 
but it is not the way to build that 
condition.

Y using hotbeds and cold frames 


No. 6—Post-Dispatch Home 
Garden Series. 

B for growing early plants of 

cabbage, cauliflower, tomato, 


pepper, egg plant, lettuce and celery, 
the gardener may have large plants 
to set in the garden as soon as the 
weather permits and thus gain three 
or® four weeks in producing these 
crops. 

The hotbed is used to start the 
very early plants while the weather 
is still cold in March, and the cold 
frame for starting later plants for 
later transplanting into the garden. 
The cold frame is also used to harden 
off the plants grown in the hotbed. 
Plants grown in the hotbed are ten- 
der and cannot be taken direct from 
there to the garden without being 
hardened off by being kept in a cool 
temperature for 10 days or two 
weeks. 

Hotbeds and cold frames differ 
only in that hot beds may have pits, 
and fermenting horse manure is used 
as a source of heat in the hotbed, 
but not in the cold frame. 


HE frame may be made of 
2 y boards, brick or concrete. If 

' puilt of brick or concrete the 
hotbed walls and ends extend from 
the bottom of the two-foot pit to the 
giass sash. 

The front wall is from 8 to 12 
inches above the ground and the 
back wall 4 to 6 inches higher. The 
low wall should face the south 80 
that the plants will get the full bene- 
fit of the heat of the sun. 

The ordinary frame is made of 
boards 8 inches high in front and 12 
inches at the back. The ends are 
made to slope from the top of the 
back tothetop ofthe front. A frame 
of this kind is easily moved from 
place to place. ae 

Since the size of glass sash is 3x6 
feet, the frames are made six feet in 
width and some multiple of three in 
length, depending upon the number 
of sash to be used. Sometimes cloth 
instead of sash is used for the top. 

To make a hotbed, enough fresh 
horse manure, without too much 
straw, must be obtained to fill the

After a few days the bed will be- 
come very hot, but will soon begin 
tu cool off. When the temperature 
goes down to 85 degrees F. the gar- 
den seeds should be planted and the 
bed watered. Great care is necessary 
to give the bed proper ventilation 
and yet not chill the plants. The 
plants must be watered regularly to 
keep them growing vigorously.

Forecast -for Good Weather 
Fails to Lower Vales; 
Corn Also Steady. 


Minor price changes ‘makioad trade 
in oats futures here today, with deal- 
ings the lightest recorded in several 
weeks. There was practically noth- 
ing in the market news to influence 
prices, other than the forecast for a 
period of favorable weather, which | 
shoyld increase receipts in primary 
markets. 

Corn was neglected, but quoted 
values ruled «steady, despité a lower 
drift to cash grain in the last two 
days. Receipts here were 162,000 bu 
against 61,000 bu last. year. Shipe- 
ments were 79,000 bu ‘against 62,000 
bu. 

Oats receipts totaled 168,000 bu 
against 71,000 bu. Shipments were
